Pickles in Olive Oil. 
One gallon of m edium -sired cucum ­ 
bers sliced rath er thin, without paring 
Place in a stone Jar a laxer of cucum ­ 
b ers and salt alternately, using a te a ­ 
cup of salt. 
Let stand three hours, 
pour off the liquid, rinse off the salt 
Peel and slice six large onions. 
Place 
in a gallon jar a layer of cucumbers 
and a few slices of onions; strew with 
black and white m ustard and olive 
oil. continuing until the jar is full.

serving kettle, and then followed ex­ 
actly the recipe for apple jelly. This 
recipe was; Four quarts of cold w ater 
to eight quarts of fruit; cook until soft 
This housekeeper found that by "the 
time the fruit had softened that eve* v 
particle of the brilliant red color of the 
(skins had incorporated itself with tee 
{Juice. 
Phe 
next 
put 
the 
m ixture! 
through a jelly press and strain* d tho 
Juice. Following, then, the recipe of 
equal am ount of sugar to the quantity 
of Juice, she boiled over a slow fire 


for about half an hour. 
She obtained 
fourteen jelly glasses from the basket 
load 
The Jelly proved to Ie firm in tex t­ 
ure. of exquisite color, and delicious to 
the taste 
The color m ight be de­ 
scribed as “ruby am ber.’* The taste w as 
half w ay between quince and apple 
jelly. 
The general distribution of haw thorn 
trees is east of the Rocky m ountains 
The earliest fruiting occurs about Sep­ 
tember 20. The season lasts until to­ 
ward the middle of N ovem ber The 
later fruitage, however, is more fibrous 
and bitter. 
There are tw o centers In 
the United States where the haw thorn 
is abundant. 
In the st. Lawrence v a l­ 
ley 
there 
are 
one 
hundred 
aperies 
known tr> botanists 
In A rkansas and 
indian Territory there are over one 
hundred known species. 
In the A m o’d 
arboretum of H arv ard University the 
director of forestry has located to 'd ate 


and is exam ining and growing ov*r 
three thousand varieties of haws. 
The fruit which was “jelled” by tne 
little housekeeper, who is a bride of one 
years, is the species known botanically 
as the C rataegus pennsylvaaca. Her

THE CHILDREN’S DIET 
By Marion Foster Washburne

Poor Food Often 
Causes Stupidity 


Failing of Young Ones Frequently Attributable to 


Defects in Their Meals—Tastes Are 
Best Guide 


rT oO D . as we all know*, has three of- 
r* 
flees to perform. 
First, it has to 
* 
repair waste; second, to create 
teat- and third, to m aintain energy. 
[•hose three functions 
are 
constant. 
rood, whether taken by adult or child, 
tas to do these three things; but when 
aken bv a child it has to do one thing 
nore and th a t a most im portant one. 
t has to build new tissues. 
If. for any reason, the kind of food 
aken into the body or the quantity 
>f it is not sufficient to do all these 
Stings, so m e one of them plainly will 
ye left out. 
T hat is. if the child con- 
dnues to grow the proper bodily re­ 
pairs WIP not be made and the growth 
rill be accompanied by all sorts of 
?ains and disorders 
Or else there will 
lot be enough energy supplied, and the 
'Mid, although well-grown and ap p a r­ 
ently healthy, will b e lazy and stupid, 
[n some cases the failure is a failure 


to supply proper heat, and the hulking 
boy or girl goes 
around 
with 
cold 
hands and feet, blue lips and very 
often with a chronic influenza cold. All 
of these things m ay come directly from 
an insufficient or improper food sup­ 
ply. 
Mental Fau lt* and Poor Food. 
It is not so well known, but it ie 
equally true, th a t mental dullness and 
nervous irritability 
come from 
low 
feeding. Many a growing boy w ho has 
been thought to be "too stupid for any 
good use” is Bn not because of any 
fault of his own, b ut merely because 
he is underfed. 
And m any a child, 
too. Is punished for laziness and irri­ 
tability who really ought merely to be 
nourished into energy and good tem ­ 
per. 
All these things come because parents 
are ignorant of the true function of 
food, and of the sort of food necessary 


for the growing child, 
lf they con­ 
fessed this ignotance, and because of it 
refused to interfere 'w ith the natural 
desires of the enildren. they would 
work less mischief. 
They 'might, in 
that case. set forth a good variety of 
food and let the youngsters’ appetites 
do the rest. And in tins they would be 
getting very near the right programme. 
But unfortunately they seem to think 
that such a ooinmon-sense procedure is 
in some way a failure to perform their 
full duty, and therefore they lay down 
rules which really do more harm than 
good. 
For instance, there is a wide- 
pread belief th a t children ought not 
to eat so much candy. 
The belief is. 
indeed, as widespread as tho children's 
desire for sweets. 
Yet. whenever a 
craving is as universal as this love of 
sugar, it is sure to be based on some 
universal need 
The tru th is th a t chil­ 
dren need sugar, need more of it than 
adults do, and need it oftener. 
Sugar 
is a source of both heat and energy, 
and growing children are in need of 
large supplies of both. 
Again, 
children 
dislike 
fats. 
Yet 
grown people are continually coaxing 
them to “eat a little piece of this love­ 
ly beefsteak fat, dearie! 
I f s good for 
you.” 
Now, the young child’s liver is 
not yet In a state to deal properly w ith 
much fat, although the adult liver is 
perfectly capable of it. 
Therefore the 
child's aversion to fat. and the ad u lt’s 
desire for It. 
Both are founded upon 
the stat* of the liver. 
Children also crave acids, especially 
the acids of fruits. 
W hat m other has 
not had to discipline children to keep 
them from eating green apples and 
from 
buying 
gr* en 
pickles a t the 
grocery store? The truth is th a t fruit 
acids act both as tonics and as lax a­ 
tives. 
If fruit is plentifully s u p p e d .

children will not get so frantic for the 
acid they need that for its sake they 
will pucker their m ouths 
and 
risk 
cholera by eating green apples. 
The 
morbid desire for 
the 
strong 
acid 
grows out of the perfectly natural and. 
healthy desire for a less sharp acid; 
but the desire being thw arted grows to 
unhealthy proportions. 
The way to 
keep children from eating green apples 
is to give them plenty of ripe, ta rt 
fruit. 


M eat Diet and Vegetarianism . 
Children often are great m eat eagers. 
Nervous, intense children have a tre ­ 
mendous craving for meat. 
Do their 
parents ask themselves w hether this 
craving has any sense in it or not? No! 
They merely deny It, assum ing th a t too 
much m eat is bad for children. 
Now', 
let us see about this. 
The degree of energy which can be 
obtained from any food depends direct­ 
ly upon the nutritiveness of th a t food. 
You can, as the vegetarians say. get 
as much nutrition from w heat aa from 
m eat; but you cannot get it out of the 
same bulk. 
Ail vegetable food is less 
compactly nutritious than m eats are. 
It requires much more bread than meat 
to give the sam e energy, and still more 
potatoes. 
The child’s stom ach Is a little thing. 
To stuff It with the most bulky of 
foods is not the p art of wisdom, for 
then the stomach m ust work very hard 
in order to extract from th a t mass the 
am ount of nutrition required to keep 
up heat, repair energy and grow th. 


Tha Vegetarian Animals. 
Think for a m om ent of the noble 
cow, a creature otten held up for our 
adm iration by enthusiastic vegetarians. 
it is true th a t she extracts from the 
grass of the fields good 
m eat 
and 
cream, which feed men. But, dear me. 
sne gives her whole mind to it, a n i al­ 
most her whole body. 
H er legs are 
ju st barely long enough and strong 
enough to carry her to tne best feeding 
places; her neck muscles are ju st suffi­ 
cient to m aintain her heavy head in 
the proper feeding position. 
She sel­ 
dom flings it high in order to look 
about her, as the well-fed horse does 
Her brains are dull and sleepy. 
The 
whole force of her economy goes to the 
m anagem ent of her m any stom achs 
and her great abdomen. 
Look at the 
shape of her!—a great bulk of diges­ 
tive ap p aratu s sw ung 
between 
four 
short posts. 
This is w hat a creature 
becomes who Is forced to ex tract nour­ 
ishment from so ^ n u tritio u s a sub­ 
stance as grass. 
Compare the cow with the horse. The 
horse, to be sure, eats vegetable foods, 
but foods in w’hlch more nourishment 
is packed. 
He gets the seeds, such as 
oats and beans and corn—the recep­ 
tacles in which the plant world has 
packed 
aw ay 
concentrated 
nourish­ 
ment. 
And lo! he has at once more 
fire, more strength and more intelli­ 
gence th an the cow. 
The dog, again, who eats nothing but 
meat, is still livelier and more intelli­ 
gent. 
The horse gives up much of his 
time and much room in his anatom y 
to digestion, the dog scarcely more 
than does the hum an being. 
The next time a circus comes to 
town notice the difference in the ani­ 
mals 
in 
the menagerie. 
The strict 
vegetarians, such as the giraffes, the 
camels, the emus. the gnus, etc., are 
all dream y looking, docile creatures, 
ea< h with a largo d.gestive apparatus; 
while the flesh-eating creatures, such 
as the lions, tigers and wolves, are so 
full of fire and energy, even in their 
confinement, th a t they pace restlessly 
about their cages. 
T h at these differ­ 
ences are not merely due to the special 
constitution of these animals is proved. 
aa Herbert Spencer remarked, by the 
fact that the same anim al will c h a n g e 
his disposition and appearance, accord­ 
ing to the kind of food adm inistered to 
him. The grass-fed h »rse, for instance, 
becomes sag-bellied and loses muscle 
and speed. 
Recent experiments in the 
feeding of milch cows show th a t an or­ 
dinary cow richly fed on bran and 
grains will often give more milk, and 
a better quality of milk than a reg­ 
istered Jersey cow fed chiefly on hay 
and grass. 


W ell-fed Laborers. 
The sam e change takes place in men 
when they are well fed 
The English 
railway laborers, fed meat and other 
concentrated food. were fo merly so su ­ 
perior to the continental laborers, fed 
chiefly on vegetables, th a t Engli-h rail­ 
way contractors alw ays used to take 
their own laborers with them when 
building railroads in other contries. 
But they presently discovered th a t if 
the continental laborers were fed iii 
the Fame way that the English labor­ 
ers were, they soon came up very 
nearly to the same mark. 
Yet, in spite of these and m any more 
facts, parents often think th a t the best 
diet for children is one in which there 


is little meat, very little sugar, and 
still less variety. 
I have heard parents 
boast th a t their children ate Utile less 
than bread and milk. with sometimes 
a potato, and occasionally an egg. 
But 
the truth is th a t the bread-and-potato- 
fcd children of the English peasantry 
cannot compare with 
the better-fed 
children 
of 
the 
upper 
class. 
And 
am ong us the under-fed children of 
farm ers and of the poorer class in our 
cities do not compare in s ze, vigor and 


food. Their digestions will improve aA 
proper fw d is given. But the good 
food must be taken s lo w ly into the sys­ 
tem. because the system in its w eaken­ 
ed state is not able to care for any 
kind of food in great quantities. 
Of course, we m~st remember that 
bulky fools have a special dietetic 
.value of their own. While it will not 
do to feed a child altogether on vege­ 
tables, neither will it do to omit them. 
We have seen th at there is much w aste 


Again, variety is necessary to health. 
There is not a single food, not even 
milk, w hich properly supplies all the 
m aterials needed by the body. In order 
to secure complete nutrition it Is nec­ 
essary to give a wide range of food*. 
This is true even in cattle feeding, but 
it is more m arkedly true in feeding 
hum an beings, who need food, not only 
for bone and muscle, but also for brain

general brightness wdth the children of 
people who eat more abundantly. 


Th e W ay M any Children Eat. 


In town, the poorer children often 
live to a great extent on bananas, 
swallowed whole, on bakery cookies, 
and bakery bread. There is good nour­ 
ishment, to be sure, in a banana, but 
th a t nourishm ent can only be properly 
extracted when the b an a n a is carefully 
chewed and mixed 
with 
saliva. 
As 
most children eat this fruit, it might 
as well be flavored slippery elm bark 
for all the nourishm ent e x tra ;t d frvm 
It; while bakery cookies have only the 
m erit of the slight am ount of sugar 
they carry; and bakery bread is some­ 
times a hollow delusion. If such chil­ 
dren could be tau g h t to chew their 
bananas, could be given meat or egy 
s t lcart once a day. could have their 
bread well buttered, and could add 
home-made candies and pure milk to 
their dietary’, they would show the dif 
ferenoe in their improved appearance 
and tempers w ithin one week. 
Country 
children 
too 
often 
live 
largely on potatoes, skim milk and 
vegetables. The only advantage they 
have in their diet is th at they often 
heve fruit-butters to spread upon Their 
bread, and ottmr forms of preserved 
fruits throughout the winter, with a 
plentiful supply of fresh fru i’s in sum ­ 
mer. But they ought to have added 
to this diet fresh m eat (not merely salt 
pork), 
unskimmed 
milk, butter and 
eggs. As m any farm ers’ wives depend 
upon the sale of butter and eggs for 
their pocket money and for the buying 
of necessary groceries, it often follows 
th at their children are not properly 
fe I on the very articles which the farm 
produces most abundantly. 
Skim milk 
I alone nourishes neither child nor calf, 
and salt m eat has net the nutritive 
value of good fresh m eat and eggs. 


Indigestion and a Low Diet. 


Children who are f~d in a faulty 
m anner often have dyspepsia, and he- 
rause of the dyspepsia their parents 
hesitate to give them m eat or candies 
or cream. And. indeed, the advantage 
from a reduced diet to a full diet must 
wHh such children be made slowly. 
Their digestions are had just because 
their stomachs, along with the rest of 
their bodies, are weakened by poor 


and bulk in vegetables, and this very 
quality, rightly used, has an advantage 
of its own. The stomach m ust have a 
certain am ount of bulk to work upon, 
and if th a t bulk is wholly m ade up of 
meat and other concentrated foods, the 
child soon becomes overfed. Therefore, 
he m ust have lettuce, celery , greens. 
.squashes and other vegetables in their 
reason in order to give his stomach 
enough to work upon and to supply 
the necessary hulk to carry off the 
waste of his bodv. 
Another thing to be remembered is 
that, In order to have food digested 
well, it is necessary that it should taste 
good. The nerves of taste when pleas­ 
antly stim ulated actually rouse the 
digestive powers. 
Children ne- I not 
be pampered, b at they ought to find 
e \e ry meal a pleasure.
